at the late . State Fair in Augusta, 'says that 
good hone» can he^nade from commoa brown 
sugar at a cost riot exceeding twelve cents i 
pound. 
After the honey producing plants 


are out of blossom, he feeds sugar, and there- 
by obtains a' large amount of surplus honey 
and very often strong late swarms. The Bel - 
fast Progrcssfve Age, speaks of this method 
as follows:
